WAS NOTED AS SINGER 


Despondent Boston Dentist Takes 
Own Life With Poison 

Boston, Nov. 9.—Dr. Lon F. 
Brine, a Back Bay dentist, once a 
member of the famous old quartet of 
the Immaculate Conception church, 
and especially prominent a decade ago 
in affairs of Catholic societies, wide- 
ly known as both an amateur and pro- 
fessional opera singer, ended his life 
by taking poison in a room at the Ho- 
tel Rossmore.

Boston, Nev. &8.—Election returns 
| from various states today clear up 
some of the uncertainties apparent in 
the late reports of last night. In 
Massachusetts Governor Eugene N. 
Foss, Democrat, will be head of the 
state for another year, but he will, 
as in the past, be surrounded by state 
Officials elected by Republicans. Foss 
was the only Democatic candidate to 
pull through yesterday. Robert Luce 
was elected lieutenant governor,

In Maryland the returns are coming

in the state of Rhode Island, where 
Governor Pothier, Republican, de- | 
feated Louis A. Waterman, Demo- 


crat. Zenas W. Bliss was elected 
lieutenant governor. Gains were made 
in both branches of the legislature. 


ARAM J. POTHIER 
There were reversals from the Re- 
publican to the Democratic party in 


the states of Kentucky and Ohio. In 


the former state majorities were given 
to practically all 


candidates, and James Bennet Mc- 


Creary was elected governor by 


over 30,000. The state legislature 
will have a Democratic majority of 
probably eighty-five, sufficient to se- 
cut~ the election to the United States 
senute of Congressman Ollie James. 

Municipal eleetions in Ohio resulted 
in the election of George J. Karb, 
Democrat, as mayor of Columbus. 
Democratic mayors in Cincinnati and 
Cleveland also were elected. Ten cit- 
fes in the state elected Socialist 
mayors. 

Two states, New York and New 
Jersey, replaced Democratic assem- 
blies with Republican. New York 
elected an assembly that will have 
a Republican majority greater than 
the present Democratic majority 
in the lower branch of the legisla- 
ture. The Republicans will hold the 
assembly by upwards of fifty, as 
against the present Democratic ma- 
jority of twenty-four.

team, Coach Lillard wrote as fol- 
lows: 


“My confidence in the merit of the 
first team, in so far as football is 
concerned, is based upon sound prin- 
ciples, which I should be glad to ex- 
pound in detail if your space per- 
mitted. As it is, a few suggestions 
must suffice: (1) The new system 
provides a thorough method of select- 
ing players for the first team, where- 
as the old method was haphazard and 
superficial. And 
consideration to this as a factor it is 
well to remember how the game of 
football has been changed recently, 
to place value upon speed rather than 
upon weight. The type of player 
who is most effective in the new game 
is often the modest fellow who is 
sure that he is not a football player. 
No longer will he elude the captain. 
(2)Our new plan provides for the 
thorough instruction of two hundred 
men in the rudiments of the game. 
Many of these will develop the nec- 
essary strength and skill during their 
second or third year at Andover. 
Under the old plan such men were 
“discovered” at college,’ if at all. 
(3)This new plan offers a better op- 
portunity for the testing of new 
theories. The old method of hastily 
instructing the second team in the 
experimental play or formation was 
never satisfactory. Now we have a 
football laboratory in which any new 
idea in defense or offense may be 
given a thorough trying out. 
better school for teaching general- 
ship to the quarterbacks is provided. 
The ability of a quarterback to decide 
quickly and wisely upon field tactics 
instead of relying upon minute direc- 
tions from a coach, is one of the 
greatest assets a team can have. 


“But, although granting these de- 
sirable improvements, many wonder 
about the possibility of developing 
team-work in four weeks. They must 
remember, however, that it is not at 
all like beginning with this same 
squad in September for only four 
weeks of training. For these selected 
players have gone through a prelim- 
inary season of training—they have 
been mastering the rudiments, hard- 
ening their muscles, and developing 
wind and speed. It is true that team 
work consists in more than having 
each man play his position properly, 
but it is not so much more as some 
people think.”

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REFLECTIONS ON THE ELECTION. 


The defeat of Mr. 
brings&keen regret to the loyal Re- 
publicans @f Massachusetts. We 
believe that:it will bring regret to a 
great many other people who failed 
to vote for him on election day, ere 
the second’ term of the present. Chief 
Executive -has been completed. We 
do not say this with any suggestion 
of predicting disaster or of charging 
any depression that may come to 
business, directly to Mr. Foss, any 
more than the credit for any im- 
proved’ business condition could have 
been given to Mr. Frothingham, but 
the effect upon the country is being 
seen exactly as was predicted by 
those who had claimed that there 
was marked significance in the 
Massachusetts election, 

Already the national politicians in 
the Democratic party are taking ad- 
vantage of the Foss victory and in- 
sisting that it means a demand on 
the part of Massachusetts for a re- 
duction in the tariff, and whatever 
truth there may be in this claim, the 
result is not going to be advan- 
tageous to the protected interests of 
this state. It makes no difference 
whatever to them that every textile 
centre, with the exception of Fall 
River, emphatically repudiated Mr. 
Foss and his doctrine, and that his 
election is undoubtedly due to the 
two factors of a benefited Boston 
Democracy and the farming interests 
west of Worcester with whom the 
Governor played the pretty game of 
politics when he vetoed the Ellis 
pure milk bill. 

It remains to be seen whether he 
has fooled the Boston Democracy 
as satisfactorily as he has the farm- 


ers. They have kept their share of 
the bargain in giving him their 
votes. Let us see what the other 


end of the trade will turn out to be. 

The response of the textile centres 
to the pleas of both parties, Repub- 
licans and Democrats, is gratifying. 
How the Democratic party, either in 
Massachusetts or .the nation, can 
take any encouragement from the 
textile vote is difficult to understand. 
With the single exception of Fall 
River, all of the textile centres reg- 
istered an emphatic gain in the Re- 
publican vote. In Fall River the 
expected happened in the casting of 
practically the entire French vote for 
Governor Foss, dye again to the 
clever politics that he played in the 
appointment of Hugo Dubuque to 
a position on the Superior ‘Court 
bench, For one who has_ boldly 
asserted that he has never made an 
appointment without having politi 
cal considerations in mind, such re- 
turns as this on the part of the 
French people of Fall River must be 
very gratifying to the State’s Chief 
Executive. In the other centres, it 
is noted that Lowell showed a gain 
for the Republican candidate of 23 
per cent over the vote of 1910. In 
Lawrence the gain was 27 per cent, 


in North Adams the gain was 28 
per cent, and in New Bedford the 


gain was nearly 50 per cent. If these 
figures mean anything, they mean 
that the textile workers believe what 
they have been told, that tariff re- 
vision along Democratic lines means 
disaster for’ the textile business of 
Massachusetts. 

Unfortunately there is a deal of 
evidence that no protest from any 
source is going to be sufficient to 
restrain the incoming Democratic 
Congress in its attempt to punish the 
industrial life of New England for 
the serious offense that New Eng- 
land has committed in the shape of 
becoming altogether too prosperous 
for the present generation of law- 
makers. As long as there is no way 
to stop the Democratic plans, we 
may as well treat the matter philo- 
sophically and urge the ruling 
powers to go ahead and do their 
worst, but for Heaven’s sake, do it 
quickly. 


The personal side of the contest 
just closed will be marked by a sense 
of personal loss to many men who 
have known the Republican standard 
bearer. Mr. Frothingham conducted 
a splendid campaign. He had trained 
long and faithfully for the particular 
task of serving Massachusetts as its 
Chief Executive. Never a brilliant 
man on the platform, he has yet suc- 
ceeded during the past two months 
in going through the state and 
speaking with conviction upon public 
questions in a way to lead many new 
hearers and new acquaintances to 
understand why he holds such a 
strong place in the affections and 
esteem of many men who know him 
well.

Experiences in Mexico 


The following interesting extracts 


are from letters written from Mexico 


by “Jack” Belknap, in Andover boy 


well known here, -to his father, L. A. 


Belknap: “Mr. Belknap is at present 
engaged in the mining business in 
Mexico, and writes in a singularly 
pleasing way of his various experi- 
ences there. The Townsman is pub- 
lishing these extracts, and more 
which will appear in a later issue, 
through the kindness of Mr. L. A. 
Belknap. 

The first letter came from Guerrero 
and the other from the head- 
quarters of the Magapil Copper Co. 


Dear father, 


The shoes arrived O.K., and are 
perfectly satisfactory in every way. 
There is no use talking, a McMor- 
row shoe is the most perfect fitting, 
neatest appearing andi best wearing 
shoe that I have ever seen. There 
may possibly be an equally good 
shoe, though I know it does not exist 
on the Pacific coast, but there could 
be no superior. Thanks ever so 
much for them. / 

Everything is the same here, but 
it is slightly cooler than it was in 
the dry season. Yes, I get the Sun- 
day Globe regularly and also the 
other papers which you send, and 
they are very welcome. The menu 
(4th of July dinner at the Ocean 
Wave House) was rather an aggra- 
vating thing to look over, but the 
flag on the outside looked pretty 
good. 

You ask about our climate here. 
From what I gather from the news- 
papers it is far preferable to what 
you have been having. The nights 
are just about cool enough so that 
we sleep’ under a sheet, sometimes 
also a light blanket, but it is not an 
oppressive heat at all. We now sleep 
indoors on account of the rains, but 
have every door and window open all 
day and night. The rains at this 
season are always .at night and are 
wsually very heavy thunder showers. 
The mornings and evenings are 
beautiful with that kind of balminess 
which we have in the spring in New 
England. During the remaining part 
of the day it is warm but, as I say, it 
is never oppressive. Of course a 
white man does no physical work at 
all and does not wait on himself even 
in the most trivial things. A servant 
is always within call and if not you 
simply tell any Mexican to do what 
you wish and he does it. In that way 
it is slightly different from Nevada, 
where John D. himself would have to 
fry his own bacon. All white men 
get irritable after staying in this 
place, because of its isolation and 
utter lack of facilities for recreation, 
and go to Mexico city once to twice 
a year. You see here we do not even 
see a stranger (white man) once a 
month, and then only as he is pas- 
sing through. I’ll admit I don’t just 
know how long I ‘shall stay. I may 
stay quite a while, and I may quit 
any day. Got mad and nearly quit 
yesterday, but they are fixing up the 
laboratory more in the way I want it. 
If I do stay long, however, I shall 
run up to Mexico City for a few 
days’ rest, and also to have some 
dentistry done (within a month or 
so). 


Dear Father, 

Landed here O.K. after a 
pretty stiff trip; two days and a 
half by horseback, of which over 
thirty hours were actually spent in 
the saddle, and then a full day on 
the train from Bokas to here. Sol- 
gado’s bandits were thick and we 
never expected to get through with-

each village just after they left it. 
Met one poor Mexican whom they 
had held up, taking money, horse 
and everything, and another whose 
horse they had fallen in Jove with. 
Did not, of course, see any white 
men as there are none in that part 
of the state; in fact, during the eight 
months I was there I saw just six 
white men and no white women who 
were not connected with the com- 
pany. Only saw two white women 
under any conditions, and they were 
wives of officials. 

Everything is quieting down in 
Moulu and Guerrero. Solgado, 
the leader in the latter state, was 
defeated, but most of his men 
escaped to the‘hot country.” Za- 
pata’s forces are cut up into small 
bands and they are all hunting 
cover. They have killed quite a 
bunch of them already. These two 
were the worst ones and this trouble 
is probably over. 

LATER—Arrived today at Concep- 
cion del Oro and go on as shift boss 
for the Mazapil Copper Co., one of 
the biggest companies in Mexico; 
not a very high paying job, but be- 
cause of the revolution, work is very 
scarce and I am lucky. Also I will 
be underground once more and that 
is the ‘work I like best. It is a big 
camp. employing over twenty white 
men, beside the Mexican labor at 
the mine alone.

To Change Diamond on Brothers 
Field 


It has been definitely decided to 
shift the diamond on Brothers Field 
at Phillips Academy and work has 
already begun on it. 

The baseball diamond has been one 
of the best in the country, but the 
one great objection to it has been 
that the sun was directly in the eyes 
of the catcher and batter, making it 
almost impossible for a batter to hit 
a shoulder ball or a catcher to take 
a high throw from second. The dia- 
mond has needed quite a bit of re- 
pairing this year and the authorities 
felt it was the most appropriate time 
for making the change. Plans have 
been drawn by Olmstead Brothers 
and the work of construction is in 
the hands of Mr. Tarbell. 

The present location of the ball 
field is nearly east and west, that is, 
the home base is at the eastern part. 
The new scheme is so arranged that 
the home plate will be in the north 
and face toward the south. Back of 
home base will be constructed a 
stand 80x35 feet, while the bleachers 
will be along third base and first 
base lines. The diamond is to be 


copied after the new one which is- 


being installed by the Boston Ameri- 
can club in Boston, and will be what 
is known as a “turtle-back diamond.” 
This means that from the pitchers 
box to the base lines, on every side, 
there is a drop of six inches. 

The foundation for the diamond 
will comprise six inches of cinders, 
then four inches of cinders and loam 
mixed, and finally one or two inches 
of screened clay loam as a_ top 
dressing. The field will be in shape 
for spring training and will undoubt- 
edly be one of the finest in the 
country.
